w i i h the two victims after taking 
them /ro m jaii and hang ed them to 
an oak tree, side by side, on one 
limb. 


1 he bodies were found this morn 
ing . 
N elso n’s toes were touching 
the g round and there was a stoical 
look of bravado on his face. 
Win 
ne r ’s face had an expression of h o r­ 
ror uponic. 
W inne r’s watch was in 
his pocket and was stopped at 5:45 
o ’clock. 


Winner’s feet were couching the 
ground and his legs were bent at 
the knees. 
Lackey will be taken to 
the Kansas City jail this ev ening. 
Prosecuting Attorney 
Aull said 
this 
morning: 
“ I 
hav e ev idence 
sufficient to identify some of the 
f at h e r s 
and 
hav e the 
names of 
many others. 
If it is the last act 
of my life I ex pect to bring the 
perpetrators 
to 
justice, 
and 
shall 
request 
the 
assistance 
of 
the 
attorney 
general and 
all the 
power the state can lend to see that 
such conspiracies against the .law 
ate punished and the conspirators 
brought to justice.” 
The 
coroner 
of Ray county is 
now 
holding an inquest ov er the 
bodies of the m oo’s v ictims.

STORY IN DETAIL. 
The 
attack 
on 
the 
jail 
was 
made 
shortly after midnight 
last 
night, 
the 
guards 
being 
Deputy 
Sheriff Fulkerson, Deputy Wright, 
J ailor 
Goode, 
Deputy 
Heath 
man, 
Policeman Dickerson, C on ­ 
stable 
Rex , 
J as. 
Roberts, 
J os. 
J ohnson and Robert Roberts. 
After securing their prisoners the 
members of the mob went to the 
riv er, crossed to the Ray county 
side,and there meted out v engeance 
to the two men. 
The Lex ington News at 3 o’clock 
thts morning issued an ex tra edition, 
from which the following ex tracts 
are i^ken: 
A short time before the door of 
the jail was 
broken open Deputy 
Sheriff Fulkerson went to the y ard, 
thinking he heard a noise. 
He had 
but returned to the buiiding when 
there 
was a crash and 200 deter- i 
mined men had filed in the building 
They had their leader, who did the 


talking . 
H e said they had come 
for Nelson and 
Winner 
and tha* 
they’ did not intend to leave without 
them. 
H e 
called 
for 
the jaile'fyv 
James 
Goode 
responding . 
The 
keys were demanded, but Goode m 
formed them that he had the keys, 
but before g iving them up he would 
die. 
The men then beg an a dva nc - , 
ing , when Deputy Sheriff Fulkerson 
and James Roberts threw their g uns 
down on them. 
Immediately the 
mob presented fully 100 riñ es, the 
leader saying they would not leave 
without the prisoners, but they did 
not want to hurt anyone if it could 
be avoided, but would do so if ne c ­ 
essary; they were determined. 
A g rand rush was made, 
anti at 
least 20c men or more filed in the I 
jail hallway, 
the g uards on duty 
having 
been 
overpowered. 
The 
keys having been refused, two men 
with sledg e hammers battered down 
the outside 
jaii 
door. 
T hen the 
cell door was next battered open 
and the prisoners, Winner and Nel 
son, secured, 
both being securely 
tied. 
The crowd then beg an to move 
out, 
at the same time telling the 
g uards “ g ood nig ht” and warning 
them not to follow, 
saying 
they 
would hang the men in Ray county, 
so as to not cause Lafayette county 
any expense. 
They went north on 
Tenth street to the river. 
After a time Deputy Sheriff Fulk 
erson and Nig ht 
Watch Crowder 
went to the river and ascertained 
that they had crossed to the other 
side, skiffs being used. 
T h e mob was well org anized, no 
disturbance whatever being made, 
and the prisoners being secured in 
a 
short 
time. 
They 
came 
p r e ­ 
pared for any emerg ency, having 
g uns, 
hammers, 
crowbars, 
picks 
and dynamite, the latter not being 
used, althoug h they threatened to 
do so when the keys were refused 
them. 
One of the mob left his coat as a 
memento, which may be a means of 
g etting a clue as to the party. 
Sheriff Wrig ht wa3 not at the jail, 
having g one to his farm on S a t ur ­ 
day. 
Lon Lackey, who is also charg ed 
with being a party to the brutal 
crime, and who was broug ht here 
from R ich m o nd two weeks ag o, was 
taken back there Friday or he, too, 
would have met death at the m o b’s 
hand. 
Nelson was broug ht here Satur­ 
day, he having been arrested on 
account of a confession made by a 
woman named Mattie Catron, 
of 
Richm ond, in which she says that 
on the nig ht of the murder Winner, 
Lackey and Nelson went out to the 
Winner house in a bug g y, and that 
while Lackey held the horse, Winner 
and Nelson went into the house, 
Winner killing his wife and Nelson 
cutting 
the 
throats 
of 
the 
two 
children. 
It is also reported that 
T hom as Seek and wife, with whom 
Mag g ie Catron lived, have made 
affidavit that Winner, Lackey and 
Nelson were at their house on the 
nig ht of the m urder after 10 o’clock, 
and that the three 
g ot into the 
bug g y a nd went north from R i c h ­ 
mond. 
Nelson early in the nig ht, in t a l k­ 
ing of the mob coming , said he did 
not feel uneasy about a mob, for be 
believed he could talk them out of 
killing him. 
When secured by the 
mob W in­ 
ner, as he came out of the jail, ap 
peared much cast down, while Nel 
son had a bold, defiant look. 
The only accident that occurred 
was that a member of the mob poked 
Jailer 
G oode in the side with his

only b e prom pted b y a serious appreciation of 
the trus t and confidence which the acceptance 
of pub lic duty invites. 
In ob edience to a con­ 
stitution al requirem ent. I herein sub m it to the 
congress ce rtain inform ation concerning n a ­ 
tional affairs, w ith the suggestion of such leg­ 
islation as in my judgm ent is necessary and 
ex pedient. To secure b revity and avoid tire ­ 
some narration, I shall om it m any details con­ 
cerning m a tters w ithin federal control which, 
though b y no m eans unim portant, are more

At the outset of a reference to more im por­ 
ta n t m atters affecting our relations with foreign 
powers it would afford me satisfaction if I 
could assure the congress tha t the disturb ed 
condition of Asiatic T urkey had during the 
past year assum ed a less hideous and b loody 
aspect and tha t either as a consequence of the 
aw akening of the T urk ish governm ent to the 
dem ands of hum an civilization, or as the re - 
i 
suit of decisive action on the pa rt of the great 
v nations having the right b y trea ty to in t o t ‘ere 
t 
Mor the protection of those ex posed to the r ige 
of m ere b igotry and cruel fanaticism , the 
shocking features of the situation had b een 
mitigated. 
Instead, however, of welcoming a 
softening disposition or protective interven­ 
tion, we have b een afflicted b y continued and 
not unfrequent reports of the wanton d estruc­ 
tion of homes and the b loody b utchery of men. 
women and children, m ade m artyrs to their 
profession of C hristian faith. 
W hile none of 
our citizens in T urkey have thus far b een 
killed or wounded, though often in the m idst 
of dreadful scenes of danger, their safety in 
the future is b y no m eans assured. 
Our gov­ 
ernm ent at home and our m inister at C onstan­ 
tinople have left nothing undone to protect our 
m issionaries in O ttom an territory, who const! - 
tute nearly all the individuals residing there 
who have a right to claim our protection on 
the 
score 
of 
A m erican 
citizenship. 
Several naval vessels are stationed in the Med­ 
iterranean as a m easure of caution and to fur­ 
nish all poss b le relief and refuge in case of 
emergency. 
V.re have made claim s against the 
T urkish governm ent for the pillage and de­ 
struction of m issionary property at Harpool 
and M arush during uprisings at those places. 
T h e In su rrectio n in C ub a. 
The insurrection in Cub a still continues with 
all its perplex ities. 
I t is difficult to perceive 
that any progress has thus far b een m ade to­ 
wards the pacification of the island or tha t the 
situation of affairs as depicted in my last a n ­ 
nual m essage has in the least improved. 
If 
Spain still holds H av an a and the seaports and 
ail considerab le towns, the in surgen ts still 
roam a t will over a t least tw o-thirds of the in ­ 
land country. 
If the determ ination of Spain 
to put down the insurrection seem s b ut to 
strengthen with 
the lapse of tim e and is 
evidenced 
b y 
her 
unhesitating 
devotion 
of 
largely increased 
m ilitary 
and 
naval 
forces 
to 
the task , 
there 
is 
much 
rea­ 
son to b elieve tha t the insurgents have gained 
In point of num b ers, and 
character, and 
resources, and are none the less inflex ib le in 
their resolve not to succumb , w ithout pra cti­ 
cally securing the great project for which they 
took up arms. 
If Spain has not yet re -estab ­ 
lished her authority, n e ither hiv e the in sur­ 
gents yet m ade good their title to b e regarded 
as an independent state. 
Indeed, as the con­ 
test has gone on, the pretense tha t civil gov­ 
ernm ent ex ists on the island, ex cept so far as 
Spain is ab le to m aintain it, has b een practi­ 
cally ab andoned. Spain does keep on foot such 
a governm ent, more or less im perfectly, in the 
large towns and their im m ediate sub urb s. 
But, tha t ex ception b eing made, the entire

is

It is reported, indeed, on reliab le au­ 
thority that, a t the dem and of the com m ander- 
in-chief of the insurgent army, the putative 
Cub an governm ent has now given up all a t ­ 
tem pt to ex ercise its functions, leaving tha t 
governm ent confessedly (w hat there is the 
b est reason for supposing it always to have 
b een in fact) a governm ent m erely on paper. 
W ere the S panish arm ies ab le to m eet tneir 
antagonists in the open, or in pitched b attle, 
prom pt 
and 
decisive 
results 
m ight 
b e 
looked

and 
the im m ense superiority 
of

forces 
in 
num b ers, 
discipline 
and 
equipm ent, 
could 
hardly 
fail to

B ut they are called upon to face a foe tha t 
shuns general engagem ents, tha t can choose 
and does choose its own ground, tha t from the 
nature of the country is visib le or invisib le at 
pleasure and tha t fights only from am b uscade 
and when all the advantages of position and 
num b ers are on its side. 
In a country where 
all that is indispensab le to life in the way of 
food, clothing and she lte r is so easily ob tain­ 
ab le especially b y those b orn and b red on the 
soil it is ob vious tha t there is hardly a lim it to 
the tim e during which hostilities of this sort 
m ay b e prolonged. 
M eanwhile, as 
in all 
cases of 
protracted 
civil strife, the 
pas­ 
sions of the com b atants 
grow 
more and 
m ore inflamed and ex cesses on b oth sides 
b ecome more frequent and more deplorab le. 
T hey also are participated in b y b ands of 
m arauders, who now in the nam e of one party 
and now in the nam e of the other as may b est 
suit the occasion, harry the country at will 
and plunder its w retched in hab itan ts for their 
own advantage. 
Such a condition of things 
would inevitab ly entail im m ense destruction 
of property even if it were the policy of b oth 
parties to prevent it as far as practicab le. But 
w hile such seem ed to b e the original policy of 
the Spanish governm ent, it has now a ppa re n t­

Tarough them the 
fa rmer, 
the artisan and the small trader is in da ng er 
o f dislodgement from the proud position 
o f b e­ 
ing his own m aster, watchful 
o f all 
tha t 
touches his country's prosperity, in 
which h© 
has an individual interest in all that affects th© 
advantages of b usiness of which he is a fa cto r, 
to b e relegated to the level of a mere a ppurte­ 
nance to a great machine, with little free w ill, 
with no duty b ut that of passive ob eli. n.*e and 
with little hope or opportunity of rising 
in the 
scale of responsib le and helpful citizenship, 
lo the instinctive b elief that such is the inev i­ 
tab le trend of trusts and monopolies is due the 
wide-spread and deep-seated popular a v ersio n 
in which they are hold and the not unreasona­ 
b le insistance that w hatever may b e their in­ 
cidental economic advantages, the ir general 
effect upon personal character, p ros p e rs and 
usefulness can not b e otherwise than in jurio us. 
Though congress has attem pted to d *al 
with 
this m atter b y legislation, the law* passed fo r 
that purpose thus far have proved iiu ffective, 
not b ecause of any lack of disposLi >n or at- 
tem nt to enforce them b ut simply b e a use the 
laws themselves as interpreted b y t..e co urts 
do not reach the difficulty.
